MPICS FOR THE CHICAGO CONGRESB

Rome, Feb 16.—At the Catholic Con-
ress at Baltimore in 1880 a commitiee of
srelates and lavmen was appointed to make
rrangements for the Catholic Congress to
s held at Chicagoe in connection with the
Norld's Fair. The commitiee was also
harged with the task of preparing a pro-
ramme of msiters bo be disoussed st this
ongress. Among the:members of the com-
gitiee was Judge E. F. Dunne, of Ohio.

Under date of December 10, Mr. Dunne
rrole s letter to Conde B. Pallen,
ditor of the Church Progres end Catholic
World, of St. Louis, giving his views in re-
srd to certain decisions of this commitiee.
This letter in some waycame into the hands
i Rev. C. Kuhiman, who sympathized with
he views expressed therein. He had the
etier put in print and sent copies to all the
‘ardinals. The letter was received here in
Jome a few days ago, and has created no
ittle sensation in ecclesiastical circles.

Don't Like the American Decisions.

Mr. Kuhlman prefaces Mr. Dunne’s letter
¢ith s statement over his own name, that
lecisions reached by the Ameriun_ prelates
vith reference to the Catholic Congress to
¢ held at Chicago were displeasing to him-
#lf, io Messre  Palltn and Dunne and to
nany other Cstholics. The suthorities at
Rome are, therefore, invoked to overrule
hese decisions.

Mr. Dunne's letter gives a_review of the
sistory of the committee and ite mestinge
He says that at the Baltimore Congress a
sommittee was appointed to organize a con-
rress at Chicago. This eommittee held
meetings st Boston and New York to
witle preliminaries, arrange a pro-
yramme, etc. 1t was making harmonious
srogress in these directions until at an in-
wspicions moment it offered to submis its
jecisions to the approval of the Archbishops
+ the ehurch, who should be assembled at
3t. Lonis December 1, 1801

Two Important Qaestions Submliited.

In the proposed progrsmme Mr. Dunne
and inserted ns questions of vital impor-
tanco, The Temporal Power and that of
Catholic Edueation. The prelates of Bos
ion, the letter goes on %o saw, obj to
these questions, but the laymen on the
sommittee obtsined the assenf of the New
York prelates to them.

The work of the committee was later sub-
mitted to the Archbishops at St. Louis, as
proposed. The Archbishops, who were pre-
sided over by Cardinal Gibbons, changed
the whole plan and took the Congress into
their own hands, recoguizing the laymen
of the committee only as auxiliaries. Mr.
Drunne eriticises this act of the Archbishops
as & usurpation of suthority. He complaine
chiefiv against Archbishops Ireland, Will-
iams and Feehan. He ssserts that Messra
Onahan, of Chicdko, and 'Brien, of De-
troit, abandoned their fellow laymen on the
committee and plaved into the hands of the
prelates. On the other hand, Messrs
Keily, Karson, Farrelly and Fanster stood
firm. while Mr. Spannborst’s attitude was
doubtful. Bishop Spaulding, Mr. Dunne
sxys, was the only prelate who defended the
laymen, and he did so fesbly.

Archhishop Ireland Favors Social Toplics

Archbishop Ireland, the leiter contin-
ues, iz reported as saving thst the ques-
tions of Temporal Power and of Catholio
Fducation would be rapidly disposed of by
the congress, whose time ought to be
given to the consideration of social matters.
Tarly in December, Mrn Duannc continues,
& mecting was beld at Judge Morgan J.
()"Brien’s chambers in New York to make
s public protest against the Archbishop's
usurpation. At this meeting were present
Messrs. Dunne, Keily, Farrelly and Judge
(VBrien. Judge O'Brien strongly urged
that mot nothing be said, and the eonrse
was decided upon, but the record of the
weeting was saved for future use.

Mr. Dunne says that he now breaks si-
lentee becnuse he had read in the New York
papers & St. Louis dispatch saving that the
programme of the congress would be de-
voied solely to socinl questions, making no
mention of the quesiion of Temporal Power
or of Catholic Edueation. The only wvie-
tory, Mr. Danne says in conclusion, scored
by the luvmen during the controversy, was
the defeat of Archbishop Ireland’s motion
to eall the congress the Chicago Social Con-
cress, instead of as originally decided upon,
the “Chicago Catiolic Congress.””

A New Form of the Cahensly Fight,

The correspondence has been transiated
into Italian and has been received, not only
by the Cardinals, but by many lesser eocle-
siasticals at Rome. Special interest sttaches
to it this time because Archbishop Ireland
is now here.

The sending of the correspondence o
Rome is regarded ssa continuation of the
Cahensly movement. Since Inst year,
hundreds of documants have been cireulated
in Home from America deelaring that the
Catholic church would die if the process of
Americanizging the church, which Arch-
hishops Gibbons, Treland and Williams are
said o be leaders in bringing about, should
be allowed to proceed. Meanwhile, the
ecoclesinstical suthorities &t the Vatiean
deny that the gnestions of the Temporal
Power and Catholie Edueation are to be
omitted from the programme of the Catholic
Congress,

A dispatch from Chieago says: Hon.
William Jonzhan, s member of the Gen-
eral Committee and Secretary of the Com-
mittee ou Orgunization of the Columbian
Catholic Congress, was to-night showna
dispateh from Rome by an Associated Press
reporter referring jo the circular sigoned by
Judge Dunne.

FRANCE LOSING HER TRADE

The McKinley Bill Has Somnthing but Not
Al to Do With It,

Loxpox, Feb. 16.—The report of the
British Legation in Paris ou the trade of
Frauce, made public to-day, sttributes the
large increase in the il:upn_rutinn., of raw
materiais and the great shrinkace in the
exports partly to the efiects of the American
McKinley bill :

The report quotes from M. La Lande, a
greal quthority in the wine (rade, declar-
ing that the McKinley bill has caused a de-
erease in the exports of wine to the Uvited
States, but expressing himself that France
and the T nited States will come to terimys re.
garding a commercial arrangement. The
report shows that French trade has been de-
clining for vears, and that the revent decline
is not entircly due to the McKinley bill.

Italians Warned Against South America,

RowE, Feb. 16 —During the session of
tie Chamber of Deputics vesterday Premier
Marquis di Rudini referred to the large
emigration of Iialians to Brazil and the

Argentine Republic. He said that this ex-
odus of the people is excessive, and that the
only weans the Government possesses to
check the tide of emigration is to acquaint
the peaple of the miserable condition of
those who have alremdy ecmigrated tothe
countries mentioned.

A BONAPARTE HELD FOE TRIAL

The Preliminary Hearing of Louls Clovis
Ends Against Him,

Loxpox, Feb. 16 —At the West London
Police Court to-day. Lounis Clovis Bona-
parte, son of Prince Louis Lucien
Bonaparte, whe died recently, and
William Alexander Thompson, a solicitor
who are charged with conspiring together
to defraud Rosalie Clovis Bonaparte, the
alleged wife of the former, of a considerable
quantity of jewelry valued at 100,000, were
again arraigued for hearing. :

Adter listening to the evidence the magis-
trate held that a prima facin case had been
established, and he held the accused for
trial. Bail was allowed.

A Corner on Russian Eye In Berlin,

Bervrs, Feb. 16.—The Corn Exchange
in this city was excited to-day over rumors
of a corner in Russian rye. A syndicate of
Russian firms, with agents in Berlin and
London, is said to hold certificates for 40,-
000 tons of first quality rre April and May
delivery at 250 marks per ton. It is stated
that there is not enough rve in Germany
and Hungary to supply the demand. The
price has risen in 10 days from 198 to 214
marks.

SAMUEL BRADY, THE BCOUL

Reminiscences of a Local Character Famous
in Indian Times.

Mr. Mattison Darragh, an old resident of
Bridgewater, Beaver county, talking re-
cently on maiters relating to earlier days in
the county, incidentally related the follow-
ing, which will perhaps be more interesting
from the fact that it positively locates the
old town of Logstown. Said Mr. Darragh:

About the year 1540, myself and a friend,
Mr. Frank Porter, also s resident of Bea-
ver county, hoarded a steamboat at Pitts-
burg for Bridgewnter. Presently = gentle-
man named James K. Moorehead, well
kuown in Pittsburg. came aboard accompa-
nied by a military looking old gentleman.
Lesrning from the clerk that Mr
Porter and myself were passen-
gers for Bridgewater, Mr. Moorehead
hunted wus up, and introducing
General Brady, for that was his companion,
stated that he was bound for the same place
that we were, and, as Generasl Brady was

pite teeble from old age, requested that we
sbould look to his comfort and see him
safely to a hotel in our village. We gladly
accepted the responsibility.

After the boat had lefi the wharf and
had proceeded several miles down the river,
the venerable old (General suggested that we
ascend 1o the hurricane deck, where we
conld get a beiter view of the eountry,
stating at the sume time that he wanted to see
if there were any landmarks left of old
Logstown. Arrived at the point where
Economy is now located, he looked toward
the south side of the river, and pointed out
an old and dilapidated eabin, and said that
was the only distinguishing feature lett by
which he could recall Itl.ﬁe place. He
remembered when that cabin sheltered the
family of & sturdy woodsman, who was one of
his hrother's trusty scouts, and as he looked
over the broad bottom land, eovered by
trees and bushes, where once so many cabins
stood, but, alas! touched by time’s deeaying
breath, had mouldered away, and now cov-
ered by nature's mantle of green, tears un-
bidden siole down his bronzed and withered
cheeks, and he turned from the scene sor-
rowfullr,

The conversation naturally turned upon
the exploits and ventures of his brother,
who proved to be none other than the fa-
mous scont, Samnel Brady, whose deeds of
daring, thrilling adventures -and hair-
breadth escapes have been sung by poets,
emblazoned in prose, and handed down by
tradition until his name is as inseparable
from the history of Pennsrlvania as is the
name of Washingion from that of the na-
tion.

“Whnat marked him from other men and
hunters of his day?"" asked Mr. Darragh.

“Thers wers many marks of distinetion,”
replied the old General. “Being a large
and muscular man, st log-rollings, house-
raisings, ete., he conld ontlift most compet-
itors. In athletic sports he could throw
most men, Wis & gresl jumper, runner, ete.,
and as a marksman with a rifle was seldom
hesten. In fact, he was an all-round ath-
lete, possessing the muscular power of two
ordinary men of to-day.”

The old General related several incidents
in which his brother figured, one of which I
distinetly remember, said Mr. h.
“Upon one oceasion,” said the General, “he
and I came down from Pittsburg, or, as it
was then ealled, Fort Duquesne, in a canoe,
to visit the block house, situated about two
miles from the mouth of Big Beaver (where
New Brighton now stands.) Just ss we
turned the point to go up the Big Beaver,
our eanoe struck a snag, and, overlurning,
threw us into the water. Tn the canoe were
onr guns and & jug of whisky., Now what
do von suppose Samnel grabbed first and
beld to like grim death?” asked the old
Geners!, with asignificant twinkle in his
eye.

“The gun, of course,"” we suggested in
concert.

**Ah, no:not he,” laughed the General
““He held fast Lo the jug and took it to
shore safely. He knew the gun wonld sink
and stay just where it went down, but the
jug would float away from him. He righted
the canoe, went to where the eapsize, oc-
curred, jumped into the river and easily se-
cured his gun. ™

This certainly establishes bevond doubt
the fact that Logstown was originally
located on the south side of the Ohio river,
And remembering that General Brady was

wite old at the time of the interview, it is
like listening to words from the dead to
establish & long disputed fact.

THROUGHOUT THE STATE.

Fhiiadelphin Republicans Trinmphant Over
the Citizens' Movement—The Pennsy
Beaten by the Reading Railroad at
Eeading City—Beaver Falls' First Dem-
ocratic Bargess.

PRILADELPHIA, Feb. 16.—A light vote
was polled in the local election to-day, re-
sulting in & victory for the regular Repuh-
lican nominees for Magistrates over the Tn-
dependent ticket nominated by the Commit-
tee of Fifty and the Citizens’ Municipal As-
sociation. Roney and Hacket, despite the
opposition of the Independent movement,
ran 4,500 shead of their ticket. The Com-
mittee of Fifty had liftle influence on
Councilmanic contests, which were gener-
ally decided in favor of the regular Repub-
lican nominee, with the exeception of the
Figst, Seventeenth and Thirty-fourth wards,
where the Independents are apparently suc-
cessful,

At Potisville the taxpayers to-day had
only one big fight on hand. Tt was on the
question of inereasing the borough debt
fund from £80,000 to $200,000. The increase
of debt was defeated by a wvote of 1,004 to
246. The Republicans had put up a borongh
ticket, and as thers was no opposition it
was elected.

At Wilksharre Frank M. Nichols, Re-
rubliun, a noted lawyerswas elected Mayor
vy & plurality of about 550. Hisopponents
were J. C. Kufferan, Alderman, and Elwood
Frey, the Democratic nominee,

Harrisburg Bemains Unchanged,

The election at Harrisburg failed to
change the complexion of Councils and
Sohool Board, the Republicans retaining a
slight mejority in both. At Geitysburg
the TRepublicans elected their entire
borough ticket and three of the four Coun-
cilmep. The Democrats, on tha other hand,
swept Lancaster.

At Reading Samuel E. Kerper, I., was
elected City Controller over J. Hiest Mo~
Knight, R., by about 500 majority. The
fight between the Reading and Pennsylvania
Railroads entered largely into the contest
for the control of Councils, and the indieca-
tions are that the Reading has a majority in
both branches, althongh the Pennsylvania

eople claim a m;.f'ority in the Common
Eranch, which is in dispute. On joint ballot
Councils will likely stand: Democrats, 25;
Republicans, 14

t Altoons the Democrats elected the
City Recorder and one of the two school di-
rectors, They also gained both branches of
Councils. A fair vote was polled. Car-
lisle Democrats elected their entira ticket,
while Greensville went Republican.

In the Nearby Towns

The election for borongh officers at Greens-
burg was close, but the entire Democratic
ticket was elected, J. B. Keenan being
elected Chief Burgess, with John A. Mar-
enand as assistant. Bamuel G. Critchlow,
Democrat, was elécied Burgess of Beaver
Falls by .a good-sized masjority over
James Piper, Republican, the present
incumbent. This is the first time
in the history of the town that
a Democrat has been elected Burgess. The
election otherwise went BRepublican. At
Unionton the Republicans made almosta
clean sweep, re-electing Burgess Jesse Reed
by 160 majority over John G. Sievens,
Demoerat. They elected every Councilman
by good majorities, and all School Directors
but one. The colored people’s revolt did
not amonnt to angehing.

At Johnstown Democrats earried the day.
The city administration has been in the
hands of the Democrats since its organiza-

tion, but s strong effort was made to defest
them.

At Bedford a large vote was polled,
lines were thrown aside, and at this
it is hard to figure on the result
Beturns so far show thst the Democrats
will elect one Councilman, which will give
them control of that body.

A BEULL COLLECTION

Whete s Large Nomber of Busts and
Cranlums Can Be Seen,
From The Colicctor,]

Tug PrrrssoRe Disrates, in &  Te-
cent interview with a physician of
that city, ventilated the  suggestion
that the formacdon of a collection of
skulls would be of scientiflc value to this
country. Ass matter of fact, there isone
very important collection of this character
already in existence. Dr.J. A. Denksinger
writes as follows, of the Spurzheim collec-
tion in Boston.

A statement {s made in one of the recent
“Sketches of Phrenological Biography,”
with reference to the eranjum of Dr. Spurz-
heim snd his collection of phrenological ma-
terial, that is somewhat incorrect, and
if it will be permitted I ahould like to say
mma:hin%:nd rhaps furnish information
that may of use. First let me say that
aftar the Boston Phrenologieal
had terminated ita active existence the
entire thnotugiaﬂ musenm—Iinelading
the skuli of Dr. Spurnheim, his collection of
skulls and busts, slong with the busts col-
leated and presented to the soclety by J. D.
Holm, of London, and the busts collected by
members of the Boston Phrenological So-
clety—was pxgchmd by Dr. J. C. Warren,
of Boaton, and by him presented to the Har-
vard Medlcal 8chool in 1847, and at that time
loeated on North Grove street, Boston. The
donation then became partof the Warren
Anatomical Museam.

A few years ago, when the Hars: rl Medi-
cal School removed to thelr new bullding,
corner of Boylston and Exeter streets, they
transferred the Warren Anatomical Museum
to it also, along with the skull of Dr. Spurz-
heim, but his general collection of skulls
and 'bunts, over 400 in pumber, was left
behind (being of no value, I suppose). The
old co]laﬁbnﬂdin is now partly occupiel
by the rvard Dental hool (another
branch of the Harvard College), bat the
colleation of busts can still be inspected
by any one applying to the Janitor.
The room where they are pinced is, however,
in great disorder, bé made the dumping
ground of all kinds of rubbish. Spurzheim’'s
skull, along with a lock of his bair, can be
seen by any one npgtyinx to the junitor of
Harvard ical School, or tothe eurator of
the Warren Anatomical Muasenm, on every
Saturday, between 12 and 1 o'clock. Close
by the side of the case contalning Dr. Spurz-
hefmn’s gkull is the case contail the skull
of his friend, Dr. Hobertson, of Paris, who
arranged (n his will that after his death his
skull should be prepared and sent across and
placed beside that of Dr. Spurzheim. -
